Your  Library   Committee  begs  to  report  that  its  woj 
during  the  past   year  has   been  marked  by  a  new  feature j 
considerable   importance.       About   a   year  ago    the    Socie 
authorized   the  binding  of  the  pamphlets  that  ever  since : 
organization  have  been  accumulating  on  its  shelves,  and  al 
the  binding  of  the  files  of  .several  representative  newspapersj 
the  country.     As  a  result,  a  large  number  of  pamphlets,  bo 
about  the  North-West  and  of  a  general  character,  have  be 
classified  and  bound,  and  of  newspapers  (in  addition  to  T| 
Manitoba  Free  Press,  which  has  been  bound  from  year  to  y« 
for  many  years),  the  following  were  selected  as  representati 
of  varied  interests  and  sections,   and  all  the  files  we  liadj 
could   procure   were   bound :       Edmonton    Bulletin,    Re.^^ 
Leader,  Pilot  Mound  Sentinel,   and  the  Farmers'    Advoca 
The  number  of  volumes  added  in  this  way  was  106.

N  the  value  of  our  collections  will  soon  be  greatly  increased 
»a  result  of  his  efforts,   and  that  a  great  deal  of  benefit  will 

freaped  by  the  Society,  since  to  the  great  majority  of  visitors 

'our  rooms,  the  museum  is  certainly  the   most   attractive 

aiure,  even  in  its  present  somewhat  disorganized  condition. 
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The  most  important  addition  during  the  year  has  beenJ 
by  purchase,  a  very  complete  and  handsomely  mounted  coUec-j 
tion  of  the  Insecta  of  Manitoba. 

The  list  of  donations,  however,  we  regret  to  say,  has  beet 
unusually  meagre,  a  matter  which  calls  for  the  serious  attend 
tion  of  all  members  of  the  Society. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  express  its  deej 
regret,  that  in  consequence  of  being  required  to  remove  all 
collections  from  the  two  north-west  rooms,  so  much  of  the  tim^ 
of  some  of  its  members  has  been  spent  to  no  purpose. 

Your  Committee,  further,  would  call  attention  to  the  fact) 
that  unless  additional  space  be  obtained  to  replace  that  whicli 
we  are  now  called  upon  to  give  up,  this  part  of  the  work  of  thd 
Society  will  be  seriously  affected.  Efforts  are  now  being  pul 
forth  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  City  Council  to  have  th^ 
head  of  the  stairs  on  the  north  side  of  the  building  floored  over 
If  this  be  done  some  relief  will  be  obtained  and  the  difficult 
for  the  present  tided  over.
